Claim Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 5103(a) 

Applicants cancelled the rejected claims 1-2, and amended claim 4. The 
amended claim 4 is found allowable in view of instant Examiner's Amendment. The 
scope of the amended claim 4 further is further narrowed to the cyanine compounds 
with specific substituents of-S0 3 , and two different function linkers as a dye, which are 
not taught and suggested by the combined prior art. Therefore, claim 4 is allowed. 
Claim objections 

Applicants' amendment of claim 4 obviates the objection. 



Rejoinder 

Claim 4 is drawn to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth 
in MPEP §821. 04(B), claims 8-9 and 15 drawn to the products of claim 4, conjugated 
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through the linker arm -R1-C5CH with a fluorescent dye, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. Because a claimed invention 
previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 has been rejoined, the 
restriction requirement among groups as set forth in the Office action mailed on 
1 0/1 2/2007 is hereby withdrawn.
